14 DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE
We are indebted to the Baltimore Sun of
last Saturday, for telegraphic despa!ghes of
Enropean news brought over by the Europa,
which Steamer left Liverpool on the 10th I"‘eb
and arrived at Halifax on Thursday mormng
last. The following is the dispatch from St.

The overland express from Halifax has just
arrived, bringing the announcement of the ar-
rival of the steamer Europa, Capt. Lott, with
fourteen days later intelligencer from_Europe,
ghe having sailed from Liverpool on the 10th
inst. The following is a summary of the
news bronght by her:

LiverrooL MarkeT, Feb. 9.—In breadstuffs
the trade has been steady since the 1stinst,
and any change that has taken place during
that time has been upward. The market is
now somewhat duller, and more Janguid.—

American flour is quoted at 26s a 27s for best |

western canal ; and 26s to 27s for Philadel-
pbia and Baltimore descriptions; New Or-
leans and Ohio is quoted at 27s 6d to 28s 6d.
Wheat—-American and Canadian white
wheat is now quoted at 7s 3d a 7s 6d per 70
Ibs; and red 6& 6d a 7s. _
Indian corn has latterly declined, and prices
have receded. The present prices are 30s a
31s for white, and 31s 6d a 32s for yellow.
Cotton.—The demand for colton has con-
tinued extensive during the past fortnight, and
sales o a very large extent had taken place.
In the course of the week ending Feb. 2,
7,850 bales changed hands, of which 31,530
bales were American. The prices of these
remained without much if any change; but
Brazil or South American descriptions being
in very active request, both for consumption
and on speculation, advanced 4d per pound.
Since the 2d of February the market has
been firm and active, and the =ales amount 1o
61,120 bales, of which speculators have ta-
ken 12,500, and exporters 6,500 baies. The
imports during the two weeks is 65,000 bales,
of which 52,000 are from the United States.—
The official quotations now are as follows:

France—~Immediately after the sailing of
the Niagara, intelligence was received in Eng-
land that the breach between the Assembly
and the President had widened into a fearful
diffieulty. A real or sham plot was disclosed
to the French Ministry, and for a few days
Paris azain assumed the appearance of a be-
leaguered city. The streets were oceupied by
80,000 men, and General Changaniere plainly
intimuted that the first barricade that was at-
tempted to be raised would be the signal for a
general slaughter. _

Whether the Reid Republicans were surpris-
ed or unprepared to cope with the extensive
military arrangements concerted, certain it is
that Paris for a few days trembled on the
verge of a rew revolution. The issue can
gcarcely be doubted, as Marshall Beageaud
was dispatched from Paristo bring ap a strong
division of the Army of the Alps, ostensibly
to command Bourges during the state trials,
but with no less an object than that of over-
awing the Red Republicansin Parie ‘

The differences betweéen the Guard Mobile
and the Army of the Line only added fuel to
the flame, which houtly grew in intensity.—
The motion for getting rid of the propositions
to dissolve the National Asse:bly was only
defeated by a narrow majority of 416 to 405
Since that vote, greater tranquility prevai ed,
and once more we liave to announce that the
struzgle passed off without mortal strife. Nu-
merous arrests were, however, made.

In the National Assembly, on the 26th ult,
the minister of the interior announced that he
had been di ected by the President of t' e Re-
public to present a bill against the clubs. The
Assembly had already enacted severe penal-
ties with the view to preve t excesses, and
remove the dangers alarming society. The
Government had ordered a number of clubs to
be closed in the Capitol and Department, and
denounced offenders to the tribunal.

It was impossible that public confidence
could be restored while the clubs were per-
mitted to exist. They formed a State within
the State, and no free Government could allow
such an amomaly to exist without endangering
118 existence.

Ireland.—~Charles G. Duffy has been bro’t
vp before court on a new bill, and is to take
his trial at the present term, under the Crown
and Government Security act.

England.—The Parliament was opened by
the Queen with quite a lengthy speech, not
sufficiently important to telegraph. The speech
places the fact beyond doubt, that the Gov-
ernment have no idea of stultifyi g their past
free trade doctrines, but are resolved to stead-

_ily earry out their principles to this final con-

sammation. With the Navigation Laws, Go-
vernment also proposes o be equally decisive,
anda new bill for their modification will be
immediately introduced.

The declared intentions of the M nistry to
make every retrenchment compatible with
complete efficiency in the various branches of
civil, moral, and military departments of State,
have produced general satislaction, which,
wi'h the liberal free trade policy which they
have determined to uphold, will probably pro-
long their tenure of office to a more distant
period than they could have anticipated before
opening Parliament.

An Aipial Steamer.—A Mr. Robjohn, in
New York, has invented an mrial steamer,
which the Sun describes as follows :—

The model steamer was eleven feet and a
half long, and twenty-five inches in diameter,
with a saloon three feet by four inches. It is
composed of two parts—the upper portion is
the ** float” or ** balloon.” built in the form of
a cigar; underneath this is the saloon or
“ boat,” for conveying passengers, fuel, the
‘ gteam engine,” &c. Between the float and
saloon are two large propellers, something in
the form of the wheel of a windmill. The
two propellers are constructed so as to act up-
on the air in the same manner that a screw
propeller acts upon the water. The air-pro-
peller, like the water-propeller, is driven by a
steem engine. The weight of the Airial
Steamer is supported in the atmosphere by the
buoyant power of h ydrogen gas, with which
the float is inflated. ~ On being inflated and set
in motion, the little steamer flew rapidly a-
round the hail in every direction, as steered

by the rudder. The rate of speed was fifty
feet in five seconds. :

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| THE REVENUE ACT.
AN ACT TO INCREASE THE REVENUE

OF THE STATE.

Waeress, there are many wealthy citizens
of this State, who derive very ronsiderable
revenues from moneys which produce inter-
est, dividends and profits, and who do not con-
tribute a due proportion to the public exigen-

cies of the same:
1. Be it enacted by

of shall give in his, her, or their tax-list.

2. Be it further enacted. That hereafter
there shall be levied the sum of three cents
upon every dollar of profit or dividend safely
secured, and actually due or received, upon
all sums of money vested in trading in slaves,
or vested in sailing or steam vessels, (except-
ing the profits of such vessels as are under
the burden of twenty tons,) or any other spe-
cies of trade, or vested in stock of any kind,
or in shares of any incorporated or trading
company, whether in this State or out of it—
at any time curing the year immediately pre-
ceding the time when the owner or owners
Pro-
vided, that this act shall not authorize the
taxing of any stock or shares in any of the
incorporated Banks of this State, already tax-
ed by law ; and provided further, that no per-
son whose interest, dividend, or profit shall
not exceed the sum of sixty dollars, shall be

shall give in his, her, or their tax-list.

subject to the tax imposed by this statute.

3. Be it further enacted, That so much of
the capital stock in trade of any merchant or
jeweller, wholesale or commission merchant,
as is now taxed by the 14th section of the
102d chapter of the Revised Statutes, shall be

exempt from the provisions of this act.
4. Beit further enacled, That each and eve-

ry person whose interest, dividend, or profitis
subject to taxation, as heretofore provided,

ghall have an amount equal to the sum of in-

terest which he, she, or they own or pay, or

secure to be paid upon his, her, or their own

debt or debts, exempt from the provisions of

this act.
5. Be it further enacted, That the taxesby

this act imposed, shall be returned on vath to
the Justices of the several counties in this

State,appointed to take the list of taxables and
taxable property in their respective counties;
and shall be collected by the Sherifts of the sev-
eral counties in this State, at the same time and
in the same manner in which they now col-
lect other State taxes, and shall by them be

paid into the Treasury of the State at the same
time and under the same penalties which are

now prescribed by law for the collection and
payment of other State taxes. Provided fur-
ther, this act shall not extend to the interest
or dividends aceruing to any literary institu-
tion.

6. Be it further enacted, That hereafter
there shall be imposed and levied annually the
following taxes, to-wit: On all surgeon den-
tists, all practicing physicians, all practicing

lawyers, and on all other persons [except Min-
isters of the Gospel of every denomination,
Governor of the State, Judges of the Supreme

and Supenior Courts,) whose practice, sala-
ries, or fees. or all together, shall yield an an-
nual income of not less than five hundred dol-
lars, the sum of three dollars. Provided, hotw-
ever, that every physician, and lawyer, and

surgeon dentist shall be exempt from the pro-
visions of this law for the first five years of

his practice.

7. Be it further enacted, That hereafter
there shall be imposed and levied annually a

tax upon the following articles, to-wit: On

all gold and silver plate in use by the owner
or owners thereof, in value fifty dollars, and
not exceeding five hundred dollars, the sum of

two dollars ; and on all gold and silver plate

exceeding in value five hundred dollars, four
On all pleasure carriages in use by
the owner or ownets thereof, with four wheels,

dollars:

excecding in wvalue two hundred dollars, the
sum of one dollar; on all zold watches, in
use by the owner or owners thereof, twenty-

dollars, as now taxed by law; on all bowling-al-
levs, whether called nine-pin or ten-pin alleys,
or by an. other name, twenty five dollars; np-
on every pack of playing carls, ten cents—and
every merchant, shop-keeper, and public deal-
er in goods, wares and merchandize, shall
state on oath how many packs he has sold
within the last year. Provided, that this en-
actment shall not be in force before the first
of April, in the year 1850.

8. And be it further enacted, That every

person who shall bring any horses, moles or

hogs into this State from any other State, by

the drove, and shall dispose of tlie same or

any part thereof in any county in this Siate,
shall pay the Sheriff of every such county the
sum of five dollars ; which tax shall be ac-
counted for by the Sheriff in like manner as
other public taxes: And upon paying such
tax, and obtaining a receipt therefor, and ali-

| cense to sell such droves or part thereof, such

person shall be authorized to sell and retail
such horses, mules or hogs that may belong
to their present drove, and no others, for the
term of one year; and that each and every
person who shall sell such drove of horses,
mules or hogs, or any part thereof, without
having previously paid the tax thereon, and
without having obtained a license =o to do, or
who shall refuse or neglect, upon the request
of the Sheriff or his lawful deputy, or any
Justice of the DPeace, to show such license,
shall pay a tax of one hunired dollars, to be
collected by the Sheriff of the county where
such failure takes place, by distress and sale
of the property of such delinquent, to be ap-
plied, one-hall to the use of the State, and
one-half to the use of the Sherifi’ collecting
the same.

9. Be it further enacted, That each and
every person shall annually render to the Jus-
tice appointed to take the list of taxables and
taxable property, as a part of, and in addition
to, his taxables and taxable property, the a-
mount of tax or taxes which he, either in his
own right, or the right of any other person or
persons whatsoever, either as guardian, attor-

ney, agent or trustee, or in any other manner!

The Herald had, on the 10th inst., the fol-
lowing editorial article :

The Protocol to the Mexican Treaty—Folly
of the Whig Party.—The message of Mr.
Polk, expliaining the Protocol to the late Mex-
ican treaty, as far as received by telegraph, is
perfectly triumphant. The conduct of the
Whig party, in both Houses, on this subject,
appears not only unneeessary, but completely
absurd and ridiculous. What do the Whig
leaders in Congress want? Do they want to
make * Judys” of themselves ? Do they want
to break the treaty? Do they want to add
embarrassment to Gen. Taylor’s administea-
tion? It really would appear as if their ob-
ject was to establish all these issues.

In a few weeks Gen. Taylor will be Presi-
dent of the United States—elected to that high
station prireipally by the Whig party, thro'-
out the country. The great popularty of Gen
Taylor, and the elements of his great success,
arew onut of this Mexican war and its mos!
important results. Now, are the Whigs rea-
dy to abandon all their acquisitions by that
war? Are they ready to repudiate all the
glory of our campaign in Mexico? The
Mexican war and ifs results presents one of
the most brilliant pages of American history,
and no party in this country can succeed with
the people by repudiating that war, or by
secking to throw disgrace upon its results,

We are disposed to helicve that the Whig
lealers have been so leng in a minority—so
long in the position of mere agitators—so long
representing the character and playing the
part of fault-finders, that if they do not take
good care, and change their tactics, they will,
instead of supporting and ennobling the ad-
ministration of Gen. Taylor, embarrass both
him and their party, and produce difficulties
where no difficulties need be.
